Preliminary Hearing to Follow Coro- 


ner's Inquest—Facts Show Accused 
to Be a Degenerate—Unpopular With 
Fellow 
Curates With 
Whom 
He 


Worked—Talked Often of Murders. 


New York, Sept. 16.—All necessary 


confirmation of tbe confession of Hans 
Schmidt, the; curate of St. Joseph's 
church, in West One Hundred and 
Twenty-flfth street, that he murdered 
Anna AuuinHer in a fiat at 68 Brad 
hurst avenue, dismembered the body 
and cast it, made up in flve or sli 
packages, into the North river has been 
collected by the police. The fragments 
of the body that were recovered from 
the river were transferred from Volk's 
morgue In Hoboken to tbe Manhattan 
morgue. 


Schmidt has 
been Identified 
by 


George Sachs, the secondhand furnl 
ture dealer at 27«2 Eighth avenue, as 
the man who bought tbe pillowcases 
in which pieces of the body were wrap 
ped. 
Schmidt's finger prints appear on 


the butcher knife and the carpenter's 
saw witb which he cut up the body 
and which tools he left In the Brad- 
hurst avenue flat. Schmidt's three 
confessions, made at intervals after 
his arrest, check up on all the main 
facts, and the chain of evidence is 
complete. 


District Attorney Whitman is to be 


at his office on Wednesday. By that 
time the case will be ready for the 
grand jury. Coroner Felnberg will 
hold an inquest as soon as the detec- 
tive bureau notifies him that the evi- 
dence has been assembled in shape for 
presentation. 


Schmidt Believed to Be Degenerate. 
The facts gathered by the police tend 


to show that Schmidt la a degenerate 
of the same type as J. Hooper Young, 
who killed Ana Pulitzer In a Oat at 
Fifty-eighth street and Siith avenue, 
packed her body in a trunk and threw 
the trunk into a swamp on tbe Jersey 
meadows back of Hoboken. 


It is believed that the authorities of 


the archdiocese were getting ready to 
take some action in the case of 
Schmidt, who appears to have been an 
Impostor as a priest, althongbt he 
studied for the priesthood in Germany. 


Alphonse J. Koeible, a lawyer; was 


engaged by Schmidt, but Mr. Koelble 
•ays Schmidt has no defense. 
Koel- 


ble'a defense will be Insanity. 


"There is no doubt that the man to 


crazy," said the lawyer. "Prom a long 
conversation with him I should say 
that his state of mind is associated 
with neurasthenia. 


'I bare known him about two years. 


He uaed to attend lectures on social 
Ism that I delivered In Harlem, and, 
while be was not a professed Socialist 
he was interested In the doctrines.** 


Mr. Koelble said that, so far as he 


knows, Schmidt Is utterly friendless 
aave for the feeling of pity felt for him 
by some members of St Joseph'* par- 
ish. 


Tbe crime of Schmidt has created 


consternation in St. Joseph's pariah, 
not only because of ttt horrible nature, 
but because of tbe revelations attend- 
ing Its discovery that Schmidt was 
probably not qualified to fulfill the du- 
ties of a priest. A cable dispatch from 
Maine, Germany, states that he was 
suspended from the priesthood by the 
bishop there, turned up later In Mu- 
nich, was arrested for frauds and was 
discharged aa a weakmlnded person. 
Then he came to this country. The 
bishop of Mainz did not know that 
Bchmldt was exercising the offices of 
the priesthood In the United States. 


Unpopular at Church. 


Inquiry in the parish of St Joseph's 


establishes that several of the parish- 
ioners were displeased by tbe actions 
of Schmidt. He was unpopular with 
his three fellow curates because of hla 


Newark. N. J.. 
B. Smith, alleged defartUoc aecietarr 
treasurer of tbe Boerrllle Troat cea» 
pany, who eurrendefed to ProeecMtet 
Hood «nd wu released IB fl&OUV haS 
pending action by the grand lory, WM 
expected to appear at tin o*e» •* 
the trust company and aaetat the atata 
bank examiners In straighteulnc Mt 
Its tangled affairs. Smith baa nadi 
this statement: 


"At the time of my departure, BOOH

I have been with frlenda la 
South Jersey and Delaware, and I har« 
had no word or news from tbe bask, 
nor did 1 read of Its affairs In any pa- 
per until a couple of nlghta ago.

Oiling Japanese Umbrella*. 


Tbe vegetable oil naed In making pa- 


per umbrellas In Japan to pcwaed «ot 
of the seeds of tbe rubber plant That 
oil la made in tbe various islande fa- 
mons tor on and aeeda from theae 
plants. Sandy ground la fBTored «er 
tbe cultivation of tbe plant. The ytaU 
of aeeda Is estimated at twenty baah- 
els per acre. Tbe annual pradacttMi 
throughout Japan amounts to 800400 
bushels, from which over a gallon of 
oil per bushel la extracted. The oil. 
before it ia uaed, to boiled and tben 
cooled until it can be applied by hud 
to umbrellas witb a piece of cloth or 
waste. 
No machinery or toola are 


used in applying the oil. 
When the 


oiling is completed tbe umbrellas are 
exposed in the sun for about BT* 
hours. This oil Is also naed in mak- 
ing the Japanese lanterns, artificial 
leather, printing ink, lacquer. Yarnleh- 
es, oil paper and paints.

Colebrook, N. H., Sept 16.—Harry 


Kendall Thaw awaited the arrival of 
B. P. Nute, the United States marshal, 
bearing notice to Sheriff Drew of Coos 
county that Thaw must be produced 
on a writ of habeas corpus before 
Judge Aldrich In the United States dis- 
trict court at Littleton. 
Thaw then 


will be under the protection of the 
United States pending disposition of 
the writ. This guarantee of safety in 
the face of so many kidnaping rumors 
was a source of relief to him.

The fragments 
of the body that were recovered from 
the river were transferred from Volk's 
morgue In Hoboken to tbe Manhattan 
morgue. 


Schmidt has 
been Identified 
by 


George Sachs, the secondhand furnl 
ture dealer at 27«2 Eighth avenue, as 
the man who bought tbe pillowcases 
in which pieces of the body were wrap 
ped. 
Schmidt's finger prints appear on 


the butcher knife and the carpenter's 
saw witb which he cut up the body 
and which tools he left In the Brad- 
hurst avenue flat. Schmidt's three 
confessions, made at intervals after 
his arrest, check up on all the main 
facts, and the chain of evidence is 
complete. 


District Attorney Whitman is to be 


at his office on Wednesday. By that 
time the case will be ready for the 
grand jury. Coroner Felnberg will 
hold an inquest as soon as the detec- 
tive bureau notifies him that the evi- 
dence has been assembled in shape for 
presentation. 


Schmidt Believed to Be Degenerate. 
The facts gathered by the police tend 


to show that Schmidt la a degenerate 
of the same type as J. Hooper Young, 
who killed Ana Pulitzer In a Oat at 
Fifty-eighth street and Siith avenue, 
packed her body in a trunk and threw 
the trunk into a swamp on tbe Jersey 
meadows back of Hoboken. 


It is believed that the authorities of 


the archdiocese were getting ready to 
take some action in the case of 
Schmidt, who appears to have been an 
Impostor as a priest, althongbt he 
studied for the priesthood in Germany. 


Alphonse J. Koeible, a lawyer; was 


engaged by Schmidt, but Mr. Koelble 
•ays Schmidt has no defense. 
Koel- 


ble'a defense will be Insanity. 


"There is no doubt that the man to 


crazy," said the lawyer. "Prom a long 
conversation with him I should say 
that his state of mind is associated 
with neurasthenia. 


'I bare known him about two years. 


He uaed to attend lectures on social 
Ism that I delivered In Harlem, and, 
while be was not a professed Socialist 
he was interested In the doctrines.** 


Mr. Koelble said that, so far as he 


knows, Schmidt Is utterly friendless 
aave for the feeling of pity felt for him 
by some members of St Joseph'* par- 
ish. 


Tbe crime of Schmidt has created 


consternation in St. Joseph's pariah, 
not only because of ttt horrible nature, 
but because of tbe revelations attend- 
ing Its discovery that Schmidt was 
probably not qualified to fulfill the du- 
ties of a priest. A cable dispatch from 
Maine, Germany, states that he was 
suspended from the priesthood by the 
bishop there, turned up later In Mu- 
nich, was arrested for frauds and was 
discharged aa a weakmlnded person. 
Then he came to this country. The 
bishop of Mainz did not know that 
Bchmldt was exercising the offices of 
the priesthood In the United States. 


Unpopular at Church. 


Inquiry in the parish of St Joseph's

per umbrellas In Japan to pcwaed «ot 
of the seeds of tbe rubber plant That 
oil la made in tbe various islande fa- 
mons tor on and aeeda from theae 
plants. Sandy ground la fBTored «er 
tbe cultivation of tbe plant. The ytaU 
of aeeda Is estimated at twenty baah- 
els per acre. Tbe annual pradacttMi 
throughout Japan amounts to 800400 
bushels, from which over a gallon of 
oil per bushel la extracted. The oil. 
before it ia uaed, to boiled and tben 
cooled until it can be applied by hud 
to umbrellas witb a piece of cloth or 
waste. 
No machinery or toola are 


used in applying the oil. 
When the 


oiling is completed tbe umbrellas are 
exposed in the sun for about BT* 
hours. This oil Is also naed in mak- 
ing the Japanese lanterns, artificial 
leather, printing ink, lacquer. Yarnleh- 
es, oil paper and paints.

I Bach watch Jewel Is shaped to a cir- 
cle and bored through the center, each 
boring being just a little less than the 
diameter of the pinion used In the fac- 
tory where it is finally to be placed in 
the upper or lower ptate of a watch. 


Before the Jewel gets to the setter It 


1 baa been put Into a lathe and by means 
- of a minute steel point covered with 
-diamond dust and oil the center has 


been enlarged to flt the steel pinions 
•which shall b* housed In it 
In the 


hands of the setter the cylinder is put 
Into a lathe. With a moistened finger 


the Jewel Is picked up and placed in- 
side the cylinder as It rests on the tip 
01 the revolving lathe shaft. With a 
pointed tool the setter presses against 
the revolving cylinder edge, forcing the 
soft metal to overlap and close upon 
the sapphire or ruby till It is imbedded 
firmly in the metal cushion. Then a 
pressure upon a follower at the other 
end of the lathe brings a cutter to bear 
upon the metal circumference, turning 
it to the exact size of the Jewel hole 
in the plate of the watch, with the hole 
in the center of, the Jewel exactly in 
the center of the metal setting.
